“The record increase for the 
past was 875,000, In‘ 1926, The 
1926 figure exceeds this by 65,700. 
Our statisties ulsoshow that in- 
crense is duc to the decrease of | 
the dedth rate rather than the 
increase | of « births.’ Actually 
births have shown ‘a decrease 
from the previous year’s figure.” 

“Like Europe's Problem.”
